From the money received 
in this envelope the Bishop's secretary sends the 
dues of the parishes to the Deanery Treasurer who, 
in turn, sends the same to the Diocesan Treasurer and 
she remits the dues for all the parishes to Washington.

(2) It is the same with the National Council of 
Cathohc Men. The organization is not strong in this 
diocese, but it is doing a wonderful piece of work 
nationally. It has considerable expense with national 
radio and television programs which certainly are 
worthy of some contribution from every Catholic 
family in the nation. An amount is sent to the Na- 
tional Treasurer for each parish in this diocese, thus 

nabling Fort Wayne to do part of its share towards 
supporting the national organization. 

(3) We have five offices for our Diocesan Cathohc 
Charities, located in four deaneries of the diocese. 
They draw help from the Community Chests. 
But our Diocesan Director and the cost of investigat-

OU probably read in your 
daily paper a few weeks 
ago that June Haver, a Holly- 
wood Star, has decided to give’ 
up her present career and enter 
the convent. She promulgated 
a statement: “To All My 
Friends,” in which she _§ said: 
“I am going away to prepare 
myself, by several years of 
prayer and study, for some- 
thing I have contemplated for 
the past two years. | am deter- 
mined to be a Sister of Charity, 
with the grace of God and the 
approval of His Chureh, and to 
consecrate my life to the ser- 
vice of God in His sick and in 
His children. 

“To do this will take more 
ability than I have. That is why 
I'm going to prepare myself in 
a novitiate of work and prayer. 

“If at the end of my two 
years of preparation, my relig- 
ious superiors judge that I am 
able to do. this, I shall conse- 
crate myself by vow to this 
kind of hfe.”
